quick, eloquent applause. The 
spark of inspiration had jumped 
across the footlights. 

“Candle in the Wind” takes place 
in and near Paris, in the months 
of misery after the fall of France, 
and Miss Hayes’ role is that of an 
American a Madeline Guest, 
who attempts by persuasion, brib- 
ery and simple faith in human 
kindness to obtain the release of 
her sweetheart, a French journalist 
and naval officer, from a Nazi con- 
centration camp. ~. 

The main impression of the 
play is that it, is vivid. Jo Miel- 
ziner’s settings depicting a corner 
of the Garden at Versailles, the 
concentration camp in a pumping 
station and Madeline's luxurious 
apartment, sell the play ahead of 
any dialogue: So while the char- 
acters and speeches of the first act 
may appear synthetic, the very 
massiveness of the settings offers 
indisputable evidence of reality 
and the play gets away to a satis- 
factory start. 

In the second act, Miss Hayes 
achieves an emotional performance 
that harks away back to her “Co- 
quette” for an equal and by sheer 
sympathy wins an audience to be- 
lieve not only in Madeline’s sin- 
cerity but in Maxwell Anderson’s 
as well. When the final act comes, 
the solution may or may not be 
satisfactory but at least the hero- 
ine tells the Nazis a thing or two 
and the audience feels better about 
it. Anyone who sees “Candle in 
the Wind” is likely to go home 
with more backbone than he brings 
to the theater. 

Skilled playwright that he is, 
Anderson gives enough of this and 
that for an evening's entertain- 
ment. “Candle in the Wind” con- 
tains a surprising amount of 
humor and Madeline’s friend, 
Maisie, played by Eyelyn Varden, 
is actually comic. All major char- 
acters in the drama are well dif- 
ferentiated, in. fact the plot re- 
volves on the unifkeness of two 
Nazis. 

Anderson thinks that mutual dis- 
trust is the basic weakness of the 
Nazi system and finds a way out 
there but generally keeps his feet 
on earth and does not go balloon- 
ing in political theory. Occasion- 
ally, when this or that character 
gets on the verge of hysteria, he 
or she rambles into well-known 
Anderson “poetry” and it would 
not be at all surprising to see a 
player stop in the middle of such 
dialogue and say, “I can’t read 
those lines.” But these spaces have 
been artfully bridged by Alfred 
Lunt’s direction and the spectators 
can smother their protests easily. 

A foreign-born actor, Louis 
Borell, plays the French journalist 
and various other players with ac- 
cents fill in for French and Ger- 
mans. Particularly’ effective are 
John Wengraf as a Nazi Colonel 
and Tonio Selwart as a Lieutenant. 
‘All Nazis are neatly dressed and

INVASION. FLEET 


’ Travelers Tell of Concen- 


trations of Barges and 
Air Power—New Libyan 
Battle Shaping Up. 


LONDON, Feb. 17 (AP).—While 
the desert armies in Libya, on the 
western flank of Suez, maneuvered 
toward what appeared likely to be 
another major battle, the portent 
of a coming German

Turxish shore were assembling 
pre-fabricated pontoon-type in- 
vasion barges, building concrete 
barges, gathering fleets of little 
motor-sail boats, rushing airports 
to completion and noisily prac- 
ticing disembarkation tactics from 
rafts. 

Private reports reaching ‘Lon- 
don mentioned increasing concen- 
trations not only of fighters and 
bomber aircraft in Nazi-held South- 
eastern Europe but also of air 
troop transports and Stukas. 

The same sources said the 
Italians were building at Geros 
two huge mercantile submarines 
similar to the German Deutsch- 
land, which visited the United 
States during the World War, pos- 
sibly with the hope of establish- 
ing trade with the Far East if the 
Suez Canal can be seized. 

Available clews to Hitler’s plans 
indicated that the Germans might 
intend merely to hold their line 
in North and Central Russia while 
co-ordinating a drive through 
Turkey with an attack on the 
South Russian front toward the 
Caucasus, 

The British also were actively 
preparing for a new blow. While 
encouraging ai settlement of 
Egyptian Government troubles 
which have brought the Wafdist, 
or Nationalist, party to the fore, 
they presumably were bolstering 
their forces there. 

The Germans recently reported 
additional British naval units had 
arrived in the Mediterranean, and 
yesterday Lieut. Gen. E. P. Quinan 
was appointed commander for the 
Tenth Army in Iran and Iraq.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17. 
ENDELL WILLKIE wants to 
bring Douglas MacArthur 
home and. put him in sole 
command of our whole armed 
forces, under the President, 
The trouble with that is that no 
man ever walked on two legs who 
was big enough for that job. Our. 
greatest misfortune now is that the 
President tried it too long. 


As Willkie suggests, war means 
the nation in arms—every human 
occupation mobilized for the “sin- 
gie purpose of victory.” That alone 
in a great industrial country is a 
task so huge as to be almost be- 
yond the limits of human vision. 
Yet it is increasingly the greatest 
essential to victory. 

A supreme military commander 
is Gependent upon it, but.it is also 
a civilian function and no man is 
big. enough to undertake both. It 
meshes in closely with military op- 
jerations which have themselves 
grown so great that a single com- 
mander for Army, Navy and Air 
Cerps operating clear round the 
globe cannot undertake intelligent- 
ly to direct them. 


Field Too Large. 


Cuttiug this field down to the 
military forces alone based on this 
continent, but operating from New. 
Zealand to Murmansk, you have 
too much territory for less than a 
superman. 


We learned all thane lessons in 
1918, and discarded them in 1939. 
Yet it is strange how the force of 
circumstance is slowly taking us 
straight back to the old model. 
For the mobilization of industry 
we had a War Industries Board 
composed of about an equal num- 
ber of soldiers and civilian experts. 
Donald Nelson’s WPS is not quite 
that yet, but it has moved miles 
toward it and is moving closer. 
For the. fighting forces in the 
field, the so-<alled “zone” of op- 
erations, we had one supreme com- 
mander, Gen. Pershing, reporting 
to the President. That was surely 
a big enough job for one man to 
tackle, and while it did not work 
out to perfection always, there is 
little to criticise about the general 
result. 


That is the kind of job for a man 
like MacArthur—freed from. the 
aggravating, time-consuming duties 
of two other jobs, equally without 
precedent in size and responsibil- 
ity.

LARRY ALLEN PHOTOGRAPHED 


‘ON HIS ARRIVAL HOME FOR’ A 
REST FROM HIS HARROWING 
WAR EXPERIENCES. ¢ 


ARRY ALLEN is a personifi- 

cation of the American. tradi- 

tion, At the age of 4 he knew 
he wanted to be a newspaper man. 
At Ti, a poor boy with a 
widowed mother to support, he 
set his heart on a career as 
@ foreign correspondent. Now, 
at 33, he has returned home «@ 
sensationally successful war cor- 
respondent, but his head is un- 
turned by a flood of lucrative and 
flattering offers because his eyes 
are steadfast on his ultimate ob- 
jective—a job at the top in the 
Associated Press. 

Only in America could a boy as 
poor as Allen once was dréam his 
dreams and make them come true. 
He has achieved each successive 
goal ‘with grit, ability and per 
sistence. Time and fate together 
will determine whether some day 
he realizes his. present ambition, 
Now it can only be said that 
Allen is on his way. ! 

Few correspondents with Allen's 
present fame could turn away the 
offers which deluged him upon 
his return to America for a brief 
surcease from dive bonibers, tor- 
pedoes and hairbreadth escape 
from drowning in the Mediterra- 
nean. . But Allen said no to radio 
and lecture tour contracts, to book: 
publishers and others because he 
knows what he wants and he de- 
clares no present advantage mone- 
tarily can swerve him from that 
goal, 

Lionized asa hero, Allen spent 
the most exciting day of his life 
in New York with Kent Cooper 
and other AP key executives, just 
after he returned. Over a T-bone 
steak, his first in four years, Al- 
len told them, all that his only 
ambition was to femain with AP. 

During an interview with the 
writer the same day, Allen’s pile 
of telegraphed offers grew and 


telephoned propositions. interrupt- 


ed his narrative frequently. 
“These offers are awfully 

and I appreciate them, but I’m 

giad I know how to say no,” Al- 

len commented. “I could certainly 


use some of the money these of- 


fers entail, but I would find it 
rather difficult to live with: my- 
self if I left the AP—and, after 
all, you do have to live with your- 
self, don’t you?” ;

When the financial crisis’ was 
over, thanks largely to the news- 
stand enterprise, Larry had com- 
pleted his education. He got his 
firat newspaper job at the age of 
17 with the Baltimore News. It 
paid $15 a week. After working 
on three newspapers in 1926 he 
hiteh-hiked to Hollywood to see 
the country and have some back- 
ground for his prospective career 
as a foreign correspondent. He 
worked for three months in Holly- 
wood movie studios, ‘landed jobs 
successively on the Huntington 
(W, Va.) .Evening Herald and 
Charleston (W. Va.) Daily Mail, 
and then joined the~ Associated 
Press in Charleston on Nov. 28,

The first time Allen ever actual- 
ly prayed to God to save him was 
during the bombing of the aircraft 
carrier Illustrious by 650 Nazi 
planes in January, 1941. 

Allen made some 70 trips with 
fleet units. In battles he covered 
the action from the open bridge. 
“There is no safe place on a War~ 
ship when it is attacked,” he ex-
